the violation of law in taking a cognizance 
forbidden by the law; the infraction of in- 
dividual right; the idea of military intimi- 
dation; the subordination of the civil to the 
military; all make it a fearful aggression 
upon constitutional liberty. 

The law does not make the officers of the 
United States army the interpreters of the 
provisions of the Georgia Bill, and Chiet 
Justice Brown, the ablesat Republican in 
the party in Georgia, does doubt the inter- 
pretation of the law thet makes those ineli- 
gible who have taken the oath.
